RETIRES AFTER 38 |i 
TEARS AS SOLDIER 


At the Age of 64, He Will 
Pass Quietly From Com- 
mand of Army Officially 


Tomorrow at Noon. 


FAREWELL LUNCHEON 
BY OFFICER FRIENDS 


General Staff Equal of Any 
in Europe, He Says; Maj.- 
Gen. John L. Hines Suc- 
ceeds Him as Chief. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Gen. 
John J. Pershing will retire at noon F 
tomorrow after 38 years as a pro- 
fessional soldigr, with the absence 
of ceremony, which has character- 


ized his entire career. The greatest 
American soldier in point of rank 
and importance of duty since Sher- 
idan will pass quietly from com- 
mand of the army at the age of 64. 

Yesterday his officer friends 
tendered him a farewell luncheon 
here. General staff officers, War 
Department bureau heads and 
others numbering in all 135 at- 
tended the affair. Major-General! 
John L. Hines, who succeeds Per- 
shing as chief of staff, was among 
the speakers. 

Wlii Work on His Book. 

But in passing from the honor 
by three Americans— 
full generalship in the regular 
army—he will step into an active 
|civilian life. This -was made clear 
to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent when the General recently was 
asked what plans he had for the 
future. “You can be assured that 
my retirement does not mean that 
l am ready to die,’ he said. ‘First 
1 shall take a short rest and work 
a little on my beek (about — the 
World War) then I want to visit 
some of my old friend¢.” 

“Will you. go back to Laclede, 
Mo., and get into politics ?”’ he was 
asked. “I hope to get back to 
Laclede and Omaha to get ac- 
quainted again, but as for politics 
I can’t say.”’ 

The Genera! then recalled how 
he had been invited to run against 
Senator James A. Reed in 1922, but 
had declined because of his army 


ties. In 1920 Missouri Republic- 
ans were casting for a candidate 
for the Senate. Gov. Hyde, Dr. E. 
B. Clements, now National Com- 
mitteeman, and several other Re- 
publicans came to Washington in 
search of a candidate. They called 
upon the General and each present- 
ed a different argument as to why 
he should contest the seat held 
by Senator Reed. Senator Medill 
McCormick, then chairman of the 
Republican Senatorial Committee, 
was the last to call, but to all 
pleas the General turned a deaf 
ear. 
Brushed Temptation Aside. 

“There were many difficulties,” 
the General explained, ‘“‘and the in- 
superable one of residence. These 
gentiemen told me that could be 
overcome, but I decided I had bet- 
ter stay in the army.” 

When seen by the correspondeht 
the General was busy with Defense 
day arrangements. Immaculately 
dressed in a blue serge suit, he 
looked more like a keen, vigorous 
business man in the prime of life 
than a retiring General. The Gen- 
eral’s military life has made: him 
look at least 10 years younger than 
his age. 

“We can't have the obsequies be- 
fore the death,”’ he smiled, in ex- 
plafhing that he would leave office 
2* noon tomorrow instead of at mid- 
right tonight as had »een indicated. 

A Day of Farewell. 

The General said there would be 
ro ceremonies at his retirement. 
but it is planned that he shall open 
house at his office tomorrow morn- 
ing. Beginning at 9:30, it is ex- 
pected that a constant stream of 
cfricers will bid thei rchief good-by. 
The ceremonies may be timed so 
that President Coolidge and Secre-' 
tary of War Weeks will be in his 
office just as the clock strikes 12 
a:.d the commander of the A. E. F. 
becomes a private citizen. 

This afternoon in company with 
Fresident Coolidge. Secretary 
Wecks and thfe six world flyers, 
Gen. Pershing will review the pa- 
rade of troops and volunteers in 
the District of Columbia's celebra- 
tion of Defense day. Both he and 
Secretary Weeks will speak. * 

This evening his last official act 
as General commanding the army 
will be the delivery of a radio 
speech on his ideas of the necessity 
of nationai defense. Following the 
speech, he will go to the National | 
reas Club, where he will make a 
short talk.

Cheers for Senator 
were heard frequently before the 
meeting got under way and these 
cheers grew somewhat in volume 
when Dawes in his opening sen- 
tence mentioned the name of the 
Wisconsin Senator.

cese of forming ultimate judgment, 
Public opinion passes through a se- 
tries of changing and temporary 
phases. 

" “What has destroyed free democ- 
Tacy in government in history is 
’ the fact that a temporary phase of 
public opinion would determine 
governmental attitude. This tem- 
porary phase being wrong, govern- 
mental action was taken, and then 
the ultimate right judgment of the 
people was too late to correct the 
mistake. As someone has said, in 
the free democracy of Greece, Soc- 
rates was compelled to drink the 
hemlock one year, while a statue 
wae raised to his memory the next 
year. 

“Under the constitutional Gov- 
ernment of the United States a 
system of checks and balances ex- 
tsta by which it is rendered certain 
that only the ultimate right and 
sound judgment of the people crys- 
tallizes into law. 

“That Government whose policy 
is determined by the ultimate judg- 
ment of the people will permanent- 
ly survive. The Government whose 
actions are determined by _ the 
passing phases of pouplar opinion, 
as distinguished from _ ultimate 
opinion, will perish. The Constitu- 
tion of the United States establishes 
the ruje of the people, as distin- 
guished from the rule of the mob. 
The difference between the dema- 
gogues and the statesman is that 
the demagogue appeals to the mob 
and the statesman to the sound 
judgment of the people. 

“What Is Going On.” 

“What is going on throughout 
the United States and the world 
at this time as regards the rela- 
tionship of governments to their 
people is best outlined in a series 
‘of books written by Gustav Le Bon. 

“Le Bon points out that when 
people are massed in crowds, a 
singular phenomenon occurs and a 
new entity seems to be formed. The 
crowd, as a crowd, has little Intel- 
ligence—and Herbert Spencer was 
mistaken when he assumed that the 
intelligence of a crowd was the in- 
telligence of the average individual!
